Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
lists  aforesaid  shall  be  taken  with  reference  to 
the  day  fixed  for  that  purpose  by  the  act  or 
’ acts  of  Congress,  lay  ing  the  tax  or  taxes;  and 
" the  assistant  assessors  respectively,  after  col 
lecting  the  said  lists,  shall  proceed  to  arrange 
the  same,  and  to  make  two  general  lists  ; the

raise  upon  the  county  or  counties,  state  dis 
trict  or  districts,  contained  within  the  collec- 
tion districts  established  by  this  act,  for  which 
they  are  respectively  appointed,  the  quota  of 
the  direct  tax  laid  bv  tlie  U.  8.  which  shall  have 
bee  t imposed  on  such  county  or  counties, 
state  district  or  districts,  by  the  law  laying 
such  direct  tax  : which  list  shall  contain  the 
name  of  each  person  residing  within  the  col- 
lection district  liable  to  pay  the  direct  tax,  or 
of  the  person  residing  within  the  said  district 
and  having  the  care  or  superintendance  of  pro- 
perty lying  within  tlse  said  district  which  is 
liable  to  the  payment  of  said  tax,  w here  such 
person  or  persons  are  known,  together  with 
tiie  sum  payable  by  each  such  person  or  per- 
sons aforesaid,  on  account  of  the  said  direct 
tax  as  aforesaid.  And  where  there  is  any  pro 
pertv  w ithin  any  collection  district,  liable  to 
the  payment  of  the  direct  tax,  not  owned  or 
occupied  by  or  under  the  superintendance  of 
any  person  resident  therein,  there  shall  be  a 
separate  list  of  such  property  specifying  the 
sums  payable,  and  the  names  of  the  respective 
proprietors,  where  known. 

Sec.  17-  Jlndbe  it  further  enacted,  That  each 
of  the  collectors  to  lie  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  within  sixty  days  from  the  day  on  which 
the  principal  assessors  shall  have  received  the 
list  from  the  assistant  assessors,  be  furnished 
by  the  principal  assessors  with  one  or  more  of 
the  lists  prepared  in  conformity  with  the  pre 
ceding  sections  hy  the  principal  assessors, 
signed  and  certified  by  such  assessor.  And 
each  collector  on  receiving  the  list  as  afore- 
said, shall  subscribe  three  receipts,  one  of 
which  shall  be  given  on  a full  and  correct  co- 
py of  such  list,  which  list  and  receipt  shall  re- 
main with  tlie  principal  assessor  and  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  person  who  may  apply  to 
inspect  the  same  ; and  the  other  two  receipts 
slya.ll  be  given  on  aggregate  statements  of  the 
lists  aforesaid,  exhibiting  the  gross  amount  of 
taxes  to  be  collected  in  each  county  or  state 
district  contained  in  the  collection  district ; 
one  of  which  aggregate  statements  and  receipts 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  and  the 
other  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  18.  .hid  be  it  further  enacted.  That  each 
collector,  helore  receiving  any  list  as  aforesaid 
for  collection,  shall  give  bond,  with  one  or 
more  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approv 
cil  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  at 
least  double  the  amount  of  the  taxes  assessed 
in  the  collection  district  for  which  he  may  he 
appointed  ; which  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the 
United  States,  with  condition  for  the  true  and 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
according  to  law,  and  particularly  for  the  due 
collection  and  payment  of  all  monies  assessed 
upon  such  district,  and  said  bond  shall  hi 
transmitted  to  and  deposited  in  the  officu  of 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  19.  .hid  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
taxes  so  assessed  .hall  be  and  remain  a lien 
upon  all  lands  and  other  teal  estate,  and  all 
slaves  of  the  individuals  w ho  may  be  assessed 
for  the  saqtc,  during  tw  o years  after  the  time 
it  shall  become  clue  and  payable  ; and  the  said 
lien  shall  ex'end  to  each  and  every  part  of  all 
tracts  or  lots  of  land  or  dwelling  houses,  not. 
withstanding  the  same  may  have  been  divided 
or  alienated  in  part. 

Sec.  20.  .hid  be  it  further  enacted.  That  each 
collector  shall  be  authorised  to  appoint,  by  an 
instrument  of  writing  under  bis  band  and  seal, 
as  many  deputies  as  be  may  think  proper,  as 
signing  to  each  such  deputy,  hv  iliat  instru- 
ment of  writing,  such  portion  of  his  collection 
district  as  he  may  think  proper ; and  also  to 
revoke  the  powers  of  any  deputy,  giving  public 
notice  thereof  in  that  portion  of  the  district 
assigned  to  such  deputy.  And  each  such  de- 
puty shall  have  the  like  authority  in  every  res- 
pect to  collect  the  tax  so  assessed  within  the 
portion  of  the  district  assigned  to  him,  which 
is  by  this  act  vested  in  the  collector  himself ; 
but  each  collector  shall  in  every  respect  be 
responsible  both  to  the  United  States  and  to 
individuals,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  all  monies 
collected,  and  for  every  act  done  as  deputy  col- 
lector bv  any  of  his  deputies  whilst  acting  as 
such  : Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contain- 
ed shall  prevent  any  collector  from  collecting 
himself  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  tax  so  as- 
sessed and  payable  in  his  district. 

Sec.  21.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  each 
of  the  said  collectors,  or  his  deputies,  shall 
within  ten  days  after  receiving  his  collection 
1 st,  advertise  in  one  newspaper  printed  in  his 
collection  district,  if  any  there  be,  and  by  noti- 
fications, to  be  posted  up  in  at  least  four  pub- 
lic, places  in  his  collection  district,  that  the

in twenty  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  such  collector  and  his  deputies  to  proceed 
to  collect  the  said  taxes  by  distress  and  sale 
of  the  goods,  chatties  or  eff  ects  of  the  persons 
delinquent  as  aforesaid,  with  a commission 
of  eight  per  centum  upon  the  said  taxe9  to 
anil  for  the  use  of  such  collector  : Provided, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  make  distress  of 
the  tools  or  implements  of  a trade  or  profes- 
sion, beasts  of  the  plough,  necessary  for  the 
cultivation  of  improved  lands,  arms,  or  house- 
hold furniture,  or  apparel  necessary  for  a 1am- 

ly. 

See.  22.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever goods,  chatties  or  effects,  sufficient  to  sat- 
isfy any  tax  upon  dwelling  houses,  or  lands  and 
their  improvements,  owned,  occupied,  or  su- 
perintended by  persons  known  Seresiding  with- 
in the  same  collection  district  cannot  be  found, 
the  collector  having  first  advertised  the  same 
for  thirty  days  in  a newspaper  printed  w ithin 
the  collection  district,  if  such  there  be,  and 
ving  posted  up  in  at  least  ten  public  plac.s 
within  the  same,  a qotification  of  the  intended 
sale,  thirty  days  previously  thereto,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  sell  at  public  sale,  so  much  of  the  said 
property  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
taxes  due  thereon,  together  wirh  an  addition 
of  twenty  per  centum  to  the  said  taxes.  And 
if  the  property  so  advertised  for  sale,  cannot  be 
sold  for  the  amount  of  the  tax  due  thereon, 
tit  the  said  additional  per  centum  thereto, 
the  collector  shall  purchase  the  same  in  be- 
halfofthe  United  States,  for  the  amount  afore- 
said : Provided,  that  the  owner  or  superintend- 
ant  of  the  property  aforesaid,  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  as  aforesaid  advertised  for  sale, 
and  lie  fine  it  shall  have  been  actually  sold, 
shall  be  allowed  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  tax 
thereon  with  an  addition  of  ten  per  centum  on 
the  same,  on  the  payment  of  which,  the  sale 
of  the  said  property  shall  not  take  place  : Pro. 
videtl  also.  That  the  owners,  their  heirs,  execu- 
tors or  administrators,  or  any  person  in  their 
behalf,  shall  have  liberty  to  redeem  the  lands 
and  other  property  sold  as  aforesaid,  within 
two  years  from  the  time  of  sale,  upon  pay- 
ment to  the  collector,  for  the  use  of  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs  or  assigns,  of  the  amount 
paid  by  such  purchaser  with  interest  for  the 
same  at  the  rate  of  tweny  per  centum  per  an- 
num : and  no  deed  shall  be  given  in  pursuance 
of  such  sale,  until  the  time  of  redemption  shall 
have  expired  ; and  the  collector  shall  render 
a distinct  account  of  the  charges  incurred  in 
off  ering  and  advertising  for  sale  such  proper- 
ty, and  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the  surplus, 
if  any  there  be,  of  the  aforesaid  addition  of 
twenty  per  centum  or  ten  per  centum,  as  the 
case  may  he,  after  defraying  the  said  charges. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  with 
respect  to  property  lying  within  any  collection 
district,  not  owned,  occupied  or  superintend- 
ed bv  some  person  residing  therein andon  which 
the  tax  shall  not  have  been  paid  to  the  collect- 
or w ithin  ninety  days  after  the  day  on  which 
lie  shall  have  received  the  collection  lists  from 
the  principal  assessor,  the  collector  shall  trans 
mit  lists  of  the  same  to  one  of  the  collectors 
within  the  same  state  to  be  designated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  And 
the  collector  who  shall  have  been  thus  desig- 
nated by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall 
transmit  receipts  for  all  the  lists  received  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  collector  transmitingthe  same, 
and  the  collectors  thus  designated  in  each 
stata  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  shall 
cause  notifications  of  tjie  taxes  due  as  aforesaid 
and  contained  in  the  lists  thus  transmitted  to 
them,  to  be  published  for  sixty  days  in  at  least 
one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  state 
and  the  owners  of  the  property  on  which  such 
taxes  may  he  due,  shall  be  permitted  to  pay 
to  such  collector,  the  said  tax  with  an  addi 
tion  of  ten  per  centum  thereon  : Poovided, sucl 
payment  is  made  w ithin  one  year  after  the  day 
on  which  the  collector  of  the  district  where 
such  property  lies,  had  notified  that  tlie  tax 
had  become  due  on  the  same. 

Sec.  24  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when 
any  tax  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  remained  un- 
paid, for  the  term  of  one  year  as  aforesaid,  tlie 
collector  in  the  state  where  the  property  lies, 
and  who  shall  have  been  designated  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury  of  the  treasury  as  afore- 
said, having  first  advertised  the  same  for  sixty 
days,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  the  state, 
shall  proceed  to  sell  at  public  sale,  so  much

sons  beyond  sea,  such  persons  shall  have  the 
term  of  two  years  after  their  respective  diitabi- 
lities  shall  have  been  removed,  or  their  rethrn 
into  the  U.  States,  to  redeem  lands  thus  solid, 
on  their  paying  into  the  clerk’s  office  aforesaid 
the  amount  paid  by  the  purchaser,  together 
with  ten  per  centum  per  annum  thereon  ; and 
on  their  paying  to  the  purchaser  of  the  land  a- 
fnresaid  a compensation  for  all  improvements 
he  may  have  made  on  the  premises  subsequent 
to  his  purchase,  the  value  of  which  improve- 
ments to  be  ascertained  by  three  or  more  neigh- 
boring freeholders  to  lie  appointed  by  the  Clerk 
aforesaid,  who  on  actual  view  of  the  premises 
shall  assess  tlie  value  of  such  improvements  on 
tlieir  oaths,  and  make  a return  of  such  valua- 
tion to  the  clerk  aforesaid  immediately.

Sin— It  has  pleased  the  Almighty  to  give 
to  the  Arms  of  the  L’niteil  States  a signal 
Victory  over  their  enemies  on  this  Lake.  The 
British  Squadron,  consisting  of  t»o  ships, 
two  brigs,  one  acoooner  and  one  sloop,  have 
this  moment  surrendered  to  the  force  under 
my  command,  after  a diiarp  conflict.

Copy  of  a letter  from  Commodere  Perry  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  . Y . eg, 

If.  A.  Schuoikr  J/riel,  Put-in- Hay, 
1 3th  Sept.  1813. 

Sir— In  my  last  I informed  you  that  we  had 
captured  tlie  enemy's  fleet  on  this  lake.  I 
have  now  the  honor  to  give  you  the  most  im- 
portant particulars  of  tlie  action.  On  the 
morning  of  the. 10th  iqst.  at  sun  rise,  they  were 
discovered  in  Pul-in  Bay,  when  I lay  at  anchor 
with  tlie  squadron  under  my  command.  We 
got  under  weigh,  the  wind  light  at  S.  W.  and 
stood  for  them.  At  10,  a.  m.  the  wind  hauled 
to  S.  E.  and  brought  us  to  windward  ; formed 
tlie  line  and  bore  up.  At  15  minutes  before 
twelve,  the  enemy  commenced  firing  ; at  5 
minutes  before  twelve  the  aeun'n  commenced 
on  our  part.  Finding  their  fire  very  desifite.. 
tive,  owing  to  their  iong  guns;  and  its  being 
mostly  directed  at  the  Lawrence,  I made  sail, 
and  directed  the  otlver  vessels  to  follow  for 
the  purpose  of  closing  with  the  enemy.  Every 
brace  and  bowline  being  so.6n  shot  away  she 
became  unmanageable;  notwithstanding  the 
great  exertions  of  tlie  sailing  master,  fn  this 
situation  she  sustained  the  action  upwards  of 
two  hours  within  cannister  distance,  until  every 
gun  was  rendered  useless,’  and  tlie  greater 
part  of  her  crew  either  killed  or  wounded 
Finding  she  could  no  longer  annoy  the  enemy, 
I left  her  in  charge  of  Lieut.  Yarnall;  who,  1 
was  Convinedfrom  the  bravery  already  display- 
ed by  him.  would  do  what  would  comport  with 
tile  honor  of  the  flag.  At  half  past  two,  tlie 
wind  springing  up',  Cap,t  Elliott  was  enabled 
to  bring  liis*  vessel,  the  Niagara,’  gallantly  into 
close  action;  I immediately  went  on  board  of 
her,  when  Ire  anticipated  my  wish  bv  Volun- 
teering to  bring  the  schooners  which  had  been 
kept  astern  by  the  lightness  of  tlie  wind,  into 
close  action.  It  Was  with  unspeakable  pain 
that  I saw,  soon  after  I got  on  board  the  Nia- 
gara, tlie  Hag  of  the  Lawrence  pome  down,  al- 
though I was  perfectly  sensible  that  she  had 
been  defended  to  the  last,  and  that  to  have 


continued  to  mt.ee  a shew  of  resistance  would 
have  been  a wanton  sacrifice  of  the  remains  ot 
her  brave  crew.  But  tlie  enemy  w as  not  ah!  -■  to 
take  possession  of  her,  and  circumstances  soon 
permit  ted  her  (lag  again  to  be  hoisted..  At  45 
minutes  past  two.  the  signal  was  made  fuf 
’*  close  action.”  The  Niagara  bring  very  lit- 
tle injured,  1 determined  '•>  pass  through  the 
enemy’*  line,  bore, up  and  passed  ahead  of  their 
two  ships  ami  a brig;  giving  a raking  fire  to 
them  from  tlie  starboard  guns,  and  to  a large 
schooner  and  sloop,  from  the  larboard  side  at 
half  pistol  shot  distance.  The  smaller  vessels 
at  this  time  having  got-  within  grape  and  can  - 
mster  distance,  under  the  direction  of  capt. 
Elliott,  and  keeping  up  a well  directed  fire, 
’he  two  slops,  a brig,  and  a schooner  surren- 
dered, a schooner  and  sloop  making  a vain  at- 
tempt to  eseaipe. 

Those  officers  and  rqtn  who  were  immedi- 
ate!} under  jny  observation  evinced  tlie  great- 
est gallantry,  and  I have  no  doubt  that  all  oth- 
ers conducted  themselves  as  became  American 
officers  and  seamen.  Lt.  Yainall,  1st  Lt.  of  the 
Lawrence,  although  several,  times  wounded, 
refused,  to  quit  tlie  deck.  Midshipman  For- 
rest (doing  duty  as  I-t.)  and  sailing  master 
Tav  lor,  were  of  great  assistance  to  me.  1 have 
great  pain  in  stat  ing  to  you  the  death  of  l,t. 
Brook  of  the  marines,  ami  midshipman  I, nub, 
Imlli  of  the  Lawrence,  and  midshipman  John 
Clarke  of  tlie  Scorpion  : they  m ra  valuable 
anil  promising  officers.  Mr.  Hambleton.  pur- 
ser, who  volunteered  his  services  on  deck, 
was  severely  wounded  late  in  the  action.  Mid- 
shipman Ciaxton  and  Swartwout  of  tlie  Law- 
rence, were  severely  wounded.  On  hoard  of 
tlie  Niagara,  lt.  Smith  and  Edwards,  and  midn. 
Webster  (doing  duty  as  sailing  master)  beha- 
ved in  a very  handsome  manner.  Capt.  Bre- 
voortof  the  army,  who  acted  as  a volunteer  in 
the  capacity  of  a marine  officer,  on  I’O.I ■ d that 
vessel;  is  an  excellent  and  brave  officer,  and 
w ith  his  musketry  did  great  execution.  Lt 
Turner,  commanding  the  Caledonia,  brought 
that  vessel  into  action  in  the  most  able  man- 
ner, and  is  an  officer  that  in  all  situations  may 
be  relied  on.  The  Ariel,  It.  Facket,  and  Scor- 
pion, sailing  master  Champlin,  were  enabled 
to  get.  early  into  action,  and  were  of  great  ser- 
vice Capt.  Elliott  speaks  in  the  highest  terms 
of  Mr.  Magratn,  purser,  who  hail  been  dis- 
patched in  a boat  on  service  previous  to  my 
getting  nn  board  tlie  Niagara  ;.  anti,  being  a 
shaman,  sine'-  tbe  action  itas  rendered  essential 
service  in  taking  charge  of  one  of  tlie  prizes 
' Of  capt.  Elliot,  already  so  well  known  to  the 
government,  it  would  be  almost  sunerfluous  to 
speak.  In  this  action  he  evinced  his  character- 
istic bravery  and  judgment,  and,  since  tlie 
elme  of  tite  action,  lias  given  me  the  most 
able  and  essential  assistance 

I have  tlie  .honor  to  enclose  you  a return  of 
the  killed  and  wounded,  together  with  a state- 
ment of  the  relative  force  of  the  squadrons. 
The  rapt  and  first  It.  of  the  Queen  Charlotte, 
and  first  lt.  of  the.  Detroit, .were  killed. — Capt. 
Barclay,  senior  officer,  anil  the  cnmniandcp  of 
the  Ladv  l’revost,  severely  wounded  Tlie 
commander  of  tlie  Hunter  and  Chippewav 
slightly  wounded.  Their  loss  m killed  arnl 
wounded  I have  nof  l et  been  able  to  ascertain  ; 
it  must  however,  have  been  very  great.

Extract  of  a letter  from  Commodore  Perry. 

V S.  schooner  Ariel.  Put-in  liar, 
13th  Sept.  1813. 

Stn — I have  caused  the  prisoners  taken  on 
the  lOtli  instant,  to  be  landed  at  Sandusky, 
and  have  requested  Gen.  Harrison  to  have  them 
marched  to  Chilirothc,  and  there  wait  until 
your  pleasure  shall  be  known  respecting  them. 

The  Lawrence  lias  been  so  entirely  cut  up, 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  she  should  go  into 
a safe  harbor.  I have  therefore  directed  Lieut. 
Yarnall  to  proceed  to  Erie  in  her.  with  the 
wounded  of  tlie  fleet,  and  dismantle  and  get 
her  over  tlie  bar  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  two  ships  in  a heavy  sea  this  day  at  an- 
chor lost  their  masts,  being  much  injured  in 
the  action.  I shall  haul  them  into  the  inner 
bay  at  this  place,  and  moor  them  for  the  pre- 
sent. The  Detroit  is  a remarkably  fine  ship, 
jails  well,  anil  is  very  strongly  built.  The 
Queen  Charlotte  is  a much  superior  vessel  to 
what  has  been  represented.  The  Lady  Prevost 
is  a large  fine  schooner. 

1 also  beg  your  instructions  respecting  the 
wounded.  I am  satisfied,  sir,  that  whatever 
steps  t might  take  governed  by  humanity 
would  meet  your  approbation  L’nder  this  im- 
pression, I have  taken  upon  myself  to  promise 
cant.  Barclay,  who  is  very  dangerously  woun- 
ded, that  he  shall  be  landed  as  near  Lake  On- 
tario as  possible,  and  I had  no  doubt  von 
would  allow  me  to  parole  him.  He  is  under 
the  impression  that  nothing  hut  leaving  this 
part  of1  the  country  will  save  his  life.  There  is 
also  a number  of  Canadians  among  the  prison- 
ers, many  who  have  families.

We  made  sail  iri  chase  with  our  heavy  schoo- 
ners in  tout,  and  have  Continued  the  chase  all 
round  the  Lake  night  and  day  until  yesterday

Human  infatuation  has  never  appeared  in 
forms  so  odious  as  in  the  conduct  of  the  pEAn- 
Jtas  of  factiuk,  in  the  states  of  Massachusetts 
fend  Connecticut.

St,se  very  abused  people  generously  and  nobit 
stept  forth  to  rescue  them,  and  never  shrunk 
till  they  had  been  fcscued — those  traitors,  in 
aid  of  the  common  means  of  direct  tyranny,  em- 
ploy also  the  indirect  means  of fraud. 

And  these  things  they  th  with  the  cepress  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  as  they  suppose  the  political  rule 
over  the  very  people  they  thus  insult  and  abuse. 

The  fraud — the  horrible  course  of  fraud,  pur-
